Outside Amman, Trans-Jordan’s 
King Abdullah talked with high 
officers of the five allied Arab 
armies he commands and looked 
over battle maps.

A 38-year-old girl was dropped 
from the second floor of a three- 
story building at 2322-24 Chouteau 
avenue into a fireman’s arms, 


and 13 other occupants were as- 
sisted to safety after a fire started 
in a confectionery on the first 
floor of the structure early today. 

The girl dropped' was Phyllis 
Ann, daughter of Mrs. Beryl 
Stout. The mother said there was 
so much confusion at the time 
that she did not know who 
dropped Phyllis. She was caught 
by Fire Capt. Matthew Matesik 
of Engine Co. No. 7, the first 
fire unit to arrive after the alarm 
was sounded. 

Six persons, four of them chil- 
dren, were assisted down ladders 
by firemen. Seven others, includ- 
ing Mrs. Stout, who was 
a three-month-old baby, were 
helped down the stairs by police 
and firemen. 

Four limb to Roof. 

Four occupants of the third 
floor of the building climbed out 
a rear window to the roof of an 
adjoining two-story building and 
waited there until the fire was ex- 
tinguished, The owner of the con- 
fectionery, who lives in the rear 
of the store, fled to the street 
unaided. ) 

Police Sgt. Mose Drennan and 
Patrolman Paul Gourley of the 
Lynch street district said they 
saw smoke coming from the con- 
fectionery as they approached it 
from the east in a police car about 
3 o'clock. As they reached the 
store, they said, they saw flames 
inside. 

They ran to the second floor 
and pounded on doors of the 
apartments there, and then as- 
sisted Mrs. Lillie Brazier, who is 
about 70 years old and crippled, 
downstairs to the street. When 
they reached the second floor, they 
said, they found her wandering 
about the smoke-filled hall. 

By the time they took the wo- 
man downstairs, Sgt. Drennan and 
Patrolman Gourley said, the fire 
had hecome too hot to permit them 
to re-enter and they waited for 
firemen to arrive in response to 
the alarm they had sounded after 
discovering the fire. 

Escape by Ladder. 

Ladders were placed to windows 
immediately by firemen, and they 
and a passerby, whose name was 
not ‘obtained, climbed up and en- 
tered the building and helped the 
occupants out. 

The owner of the confectionery, 
Albert Senciper, told. police he 
heard the motor of a mechanical 
pice-cream' cabinet buzzing earlier, 
in the night, but went to bed after 
he was unable to find anything 
wrong with it. 

He awakened about 3 o’clock, 
however, to find the place filled 
with smoke and the floor and 
ceiling near the _ refrigerator 
charred. He said he attempted to 
pull a wire loose to disconnect the 
mechanism, but suffered a burned 
hand. About that time, he said, 
police arrived, turned in the alarm 
and aroused occupants of the 
building. 

Battalion Chief Hugh Lyon said 
the fire apparently was caused by 
defective’ refrigerator mechanism. 
He estimated damage to the 
building, which is brick, at $800, 
and to the contents, 3800.

The story behind the revolution- 
ary Western power agreement on 
Germany is fairly simple. It is 
part of the anti-Communist grand 
strategy of revising western Eu- 
rope. 

That, at least, is the way top 
American diplomats see it. They 
have been among the leaders in 
bringing it about. Here is the 
story as they tell it: 

In order-to recover economically, 
the 16 Marshal! plan countries of 
EHurope need the production of 
western Germany — especially the 
coal, coke and steel of the Ruhr. 

Western Germany itself needs 
unity and a sense of “going some- 
where” in order to produce well. 
In a political vacuum the people 
cannot work with spirit and hope 
for a better future. 

Russia Wouldn’t Agree. 

The best way to solve the Ger- 
man problem would be the way 
* originally planned—with Russia, 
America, Britain and France all 
agreeing on what to do, But two 
years of effort along that line 
simply hardened a split between 
Russia and the West. 

To deal with this split and

Two French Worries. 

The French had two major wor- | 
ries about agreeing to western 
German unit. They feared they 
might lay the basis for a powerful 
new Germany. They also feared 
they might anger Russia by going 
along so openly with Britain and 
America. 

These fears are not held by the 
French Government leaders 80 
much as by the French people. 
The split between the leaders who 
think in terms of the Marshall 
plan and the people Who feed 
upon their traditional fears is the 
cause of the prospective political 
crisis in France over the German 
agreements. 

The French leaders sought to 
meet the people’s fears by provid- 
ing assurances of security. They 
Wanted a military guarantee from 
the United States against both 
Germany and Russia. They want- 
ed to separate the Ruhr from 
Germany. They wanted to nail 
down long-range occupation plans. 

They also wanted a government 
with limited powers and a federal 
organization! They wanted the in- 
dividual states of Germany, which 
are relatively small and harmless, 
to have most of the power. They 
wanted to avoid setting up a po- 
litical machine for a new Hitler. 

Couldn't Go Whole Way. 

The United States and Britain 
saw almost eye to eye with the 
French on the kind of Govern- 
ment they wanted Germany to 
have. But they could not go the 
whole route on security guaran- 
tees. The United States cannot 
undertake a military alliance with 
all or any part of western Europe 
at this time. Nor could London 
and Washington agree to carve 
the Ruhr out of Germany; they 
did not think it would work. 

The result was the proposal to 
ereate an “international control“ 
of the Ruhr, which today’s an- 
nouncement did not clearly define. 
The result also was to stress that 
all three Western Powers will co- 
operate in long-range control of 
Germany to keep it disarmed. 

Another result was to emphasize 
—in the direction of Moscow—that 
today’s agreements do not close 
the door to future unity of all 
Germany. 

Since the French held the key to 
the London conference, the prob- 
lem is not yet all solved. The 
agreements reached were accept- 
able to the French Government; 
the French people—the French 
Parliamént—have yet to be heard 
from. 

If they irrevocably reject the 
agreements the London confer- 
ence will have to be written off as 
a failure and America and Britain 
will have to find some other way 
to tackle the twin problems of 
German production and German 
politics.

The sideshow is a struggle to 


repeal the ancient bone-dry prohi- 


bition’ law of Kansas, which survived the repeal of the national 
prohibition law in the first administration of President Franklin D. 


Roosevelt, 

Sometimes the sideshow sevms 
more diverting than the main 
event. Sometimes the big tent and 
the little tent get mixed up. Be- 


fore the August primary and tife 
November general election are 
over, Kansas may be all wet, in 
one way or another. 

Kansas, on the word of experi- 
enced travelers who know their 
Way around, is one of the hardest- 
drinking states in the union, But 
there are no figures to prove it, 
or disprove it, For Kansas, of- 
ficially, is the Sahara of North 
America; the liquor traffic has 
been outlawed and simply doesn’t 
exist. So the statute books say. 

Influx From 3 States. 

But the fact is that the high- 
ways of Kansas are being ruined 
by the thunder of heavy trucks 
hauling in cargoes of liquor from 
the adjoining states of Missouri, 
Nebraska and Coldrado. And what 
the trucks bring in by case-lots 
the private cars bring in a quart 
or two at a time. 

Since Kansans will drink, law 


or no law, it has been argued that la 


the liquor traffic should be legal- 
ized to bring in urgently needed 
revenues for schools, hospitals 
and the very ,highway system 
which the liquor trucks are pound- 
ing. Accordingly, a proposal to 
repeal the state’s constitutional 
prohibition act will come up at 
the November election. And the 
liquor issue was injected into the 
August primary last weck when 
A. McClain filed as a wet Republi- 
can candidate for Governor. 

Now serving as County Attorney 
of Nemaha County, young Mc- 
Clain—he is 31 years old and a 
war veteran— represents the im- 
patience of the young war veter- 
ans who came home to Kansas 
and resentedgthe inhibitions which 
they did not encounter in their 
foreign tours. Many of them 
threatened to seek freedom by 
moving to Missouri or California 
or some other non-prohibitionist 
land. Many of them have re- 
mained in Kansas to vote on re- 
peal. It remains to be seen 
whether their vote will be decisive 
but already thgre are straws in 
the wind. 

‘Dry’ Since 808. 

Kansas has had a bone-dry law 
on the books since the 18808. In 
1934, in the backwash of national 


: repeal, the then Governor of Kan- 


sas (Alf Landon) submitted the 
question of state repeal to the 


voters. Repeal was defeated by a 


narrow margin; a shift of 6 per 
cent of the voters from the dry 
side to the wet would have car- 
ried repeal. 

A recently completed newspaper 
poll of 1600 farmers and villagers 
throughout Kansas gave the drys 
a margin of only ten votes. This 
poll was especially significant be- 
cause it passed up the cities 
(which are traditionally liquor- 
loving as compared to the simon- 
pure agrarians) and because it 
was taken by the Capper news- 
papers, owned by Senator Arthur 
Capper, the best known dry in 
Kansas and the whole United 
States Senate. 

Alf Landon, who was Governor 
of Kansas before he ran for 
President, had thought the dry 
cause was making a comeback in 
Kansas and other states because 
of excessive merchandising by the 
distillers and excessive drinking 
by the younger generation, But 
after hearing of the Capper poll, 
Landon wasn’t so sure about how 
Kansas would vote on repeal. 

Snooping and Informing. 

Between the extreme drys and 
the extreme wets there is a mod- 
erate school of thought which 
would liberalize the bone-dry law 
which is little enforced because 
of its severity. This law permits 
a prison sentence up to two years 
for mere possession of a pint at 
home. Occasionally some one is 
arrested and punished with a nom- 
inal fine. One of the worst fea- 
tures of the law is that it eneour- 
ages blackmailing, snooping or in- 
forming by one’s own neighbors. 
This, in turn, tends to make Kan- 
sans rather furtive. 

Already the liquor issue is prov- 
ing embarrassing to former Gov. 
Andrew F. Schoeppel, who, with 
the backing of Roy Roberts and 
the Kansas City Star, has entered 
the Republican primary for United 
States Senate. 

The prohibition people are mak- 
fug the most of a paragraph pub- 
lished by a well-meaning Schoep- 
pel partisan, Charles E. Jones, 
editor of “Downtown Wichita,” a 
tourist guide, who wrote in his 
issue of May 22: 

“Out and around it is funny 
what you sometimes see and hear. 
For example, I was at the Uptown 
Pool Room and Beer Parlor the 
other night and though he didn't 
gee me, I saw him. There was 
Andy Schoeppel standing bellied 
up to the bar and he was telling 
someone something like this, ‘Hell, 
I can get as many Votes here as 
anywhere else I know of.’ And 
the man is right. If only more 
guys who for something or 
other had the guts or something 
to be themselves, the chances are 
very that we would have a 


lot moré sincere than those we 


Have.“ 


Costly Remarks. 

Right or wrong, that remark 
should cost Andy Schoeppel a lot 
of votes in Kansas. It won't rank 
historically with the remark that 
cost James G. Blaine the Presi- 
dency of the United States, the 
“Rum, Romanism and Rebellion“ 
diatribe tossed off by an over-

Such is politics and s is pro- 
hibition in “dry” Kansas where 
the saying has been: 

Everybody's satisfied—The drys 
have their law and the wets have 
their liquor.” 


But everybody's not satisfied in 
Kansas. Gubernatorial candidate 
McClain spoke for others when he 
said the “important thing” for 
Kansas was “to get over its hy- 
pocrisy.” He 
should vote the state wet or elect 
a Governor and an Attorney Gen- 
eral who will spend the time and 
money necessary to enforce the

Praise for the Army Engineers 

the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

The news article, “Move to Reduce 
Waterways Bill Backed by Kem,” in 
your May 18 issue, has come to our at- 
tention. Money spent for such work is 
not extravagance; it is adding to the 
atrength of the nation. We are con- 
stantly amazed at the thoughtless loose 
use of the derisive term “pork barrel.” 

Tear after year the opponents of 
river and harbor legislation try to kill it 
by derision. Pork barrel,” they say, 

that the bill carries appropri- 
ations for projects without merit except 
political. The astounding thing is that 
so many believe it, despite the fact that 
river and harbor legislation is entirely 
free from pork by reason of the method 
of its adoption and enactment, and has 
been 30 for a generation. 

In the first place, Congress does not 
appropriate for particular projects. It 
appropriates lump sums to be spent by 
the Secretary of War at his selection 
(and that means at the selection of the 
Chief of Engineers, U.S.A.) from a list 
of approved projects. And what are 
these approved projects? 

They are projects that have been cer- 
tified: economically sound after long 
study by the Corps of Engineers, U.S. A., 
made first by the district officer, re- 
viewed by his superior, the division engi- 
neer; then by the Beard of Engineers 
for Rivers and Harbors, and finally by 
the Chief of Engineers. No part of the 
study is perfunctory 

‘Having passed that test, they go to 
the Public Works Committee of the 
House. If approved there, and later by 
the Senate Public Works Committee, 
they are incorporated in a river and 
harbor authorization bill, which carries 
no money. When the bill becomes law 
they become approved projects, to which 
the Secretary of War may allot funds 
when made available by Congress. Every 


completed project strengthens the na- 


tion and helps the people. 

There is no form of government ex- 
penditure subjected to closer scrutiny 
as to its worth. Labeling such legisia- 
tion “pork barre!” impugns the integrity 
of the Corps of Engineers and its chief, 
the integrity of committee members, and 
all other members of the House and 
Senate. 

With over one-half of the projects in- 
vestigated down through the years, the 
decisions by Army Engineers have been 
“the principal grounds upon which the 
adverse conclusions. are based that 
the benefits to be anticipated. . . are 


insufficient to warrant the expenditure 


of federal funds for the purpose.” 

We have complete confidence in the 
United States Army Engineers. No other 
governmental ageney has performed its 
duties with greater integrity and effi- 
ciency. With its unparalleled experience 
and familiarity with national waterway 
development for more than 150 years, 
the C is pre- eminently fitted to fore- 
‘cast and execute such waterway devel- 
“opment as will be needed for the future.

tee as to the propriety of full-time, uniformed 
assistants to retired five-star generals and ad- 


mirals. The New York Representative thinks 


this gratuity in the form of Government-paid 
help is both unnecessary. and unwise. 

A five-star officer is assured of annual pay 
of $15,751 for the rest of his life. Under law, 
he is entitled to this whether he is retired or 
not. It should be possible for anyone who has 
lived on that pay while on active duty to live on 


t in retirement. 


Yet under an executive letter of March 23, 
1946, President Truman instructed the armed 


services secretaries to provide assistants for 


these retired five-star officers. His desire was 
that these officers “be regularly available to the 
Government for consultation on matters per- 
taining to national security.” 

Anticipating that “they will necessarily have 
a continuing responsibility for study, correspond- 
ence, public appearances and statements,” he 
directed the departments to furnish “‘such facili- 
ties.and personnel as you may deem proper after 
consulting with each individual involved.” The 
President concluded with the observation that 
only in exceptional circumstances “would more 
than three assistants be required.” 

As a result of this presidential letter, Gen. 
Eisenhower, though retired to the civilian post 
of head of Columbia University, has three Army 
assistants. These are a major aid, a WAC war- 
rant officer and a sergeant chauffeur. . 

Secretary of State Marshall is another five- 
star officer who comes under the presidential 
provision. He retains, however, only a staff 
; Gen. Arnold, former Air 
Force chief, has.a secretary and an enlisted man 
aid. Retired Adm. Halsey keeps no regular aid, 
but two other retired Admirals, King and 


Nimitz, each have offices with naval personnel. 


on duty. When Gen. MacArthur and Adm. 
Leahy go inactive, they will come under the 
same provision. 

We have set forth the facts in detail so it will 
be apparent just how far this business of provid- 
ing help for retired five-star officers has gone. 
It is a practice which should be stopped. It 
should be stopped preferably by another presi- 
dential letter canceling the first. If that is not 
forthcoming, Congress should pass a resolution 
interpreting Public Law 333 of March 23, 1946, 
under which Mr. Truman asked for these life- 
time gratuities for top generals and admirals.

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Sensible View of Russian Game 

Russian pressure is being put on again in Ber- 
lin. Anticipating the announcement of a plan 
of the Western Allies to unify their zones of 
Germany, the Communists are renewing their 


propaganda campaign against the United States, 


France and Britain. At the same time, they are 
asserting that five Americans shot a Russian 
sentry near the home of the Soviet military com- 
mander in Berlin. Only an investigation will 
show the facts about the alleged attack. Our 
authorities say they know only what the Russians 
charge. 

‘What is the Russian game in Berlin? Walter 
M. Pillsbury, former Army officer, ventured a 
plausible answer while in St. Louis en route from 
leave in California to Berlin where he is a civil- 
ian staff member in Military Government 
headquarters. 

The Russian strategy, Mr. Pillsbury thinks, is 
to ke just as annoying as they know how to be 
and just as non-co-operative as possible without 
producing an incident which Would bring on an 
open break. After watching the Russians close 
at hand in the former capital, this keen observer 
is convinced that they hope to weary us with 
these tactics to such a point that we will finally 
quit Berlin in disgust. But he is equally sure 
that the Red intention is to avoid any overt act 
which might touch off war—at least at this time. 

Mr. Pilisbury’s opinion is worth more than a 
passing notice since he was in Berlin when the 
Russians put the pressure on transportation and 
communication through their zone early in April. 
As he was scheduled to come home from Brem- 
erhaven, he drove his automobile without inci- 
dent through many miles of Russian-controlled 
territory to reach the American-held port.

Mr. Light hag a thoroughly sound point. The 
failure to pay a lawyer who takes a feeless case 
is a prejudice against the appointed counsel. It 
is also a handicap to the unfortunate client who 
can get help only as good as is handed to him 
free of charge. 

One of the anomalies Mr. Light brings out is 
this: Illinois, which has not guaranteed right to 
counsel for accused persons, makes a practice 
of paying counsel when appointed in state cases. 
Yet Missouri, which does guarantee the right to 
counsel, does not make provision for paying ap- 
pointed lawyers.

But now Congress is debating legislation which 
would open the way for bigotry and, persecution. 
The Mundt-Nixon bill, which has passed the 
House and is now before the Senate, would let 
down the bars. It would set up new and doubt- 
ful standards of treason, circumventing the safe- 
guards laid down in the Constitution for the 
prosecution of that crime. It would give the 
Attorney General the power to smear whole 
groups of citizens as disloyal or treasonable, and 
the authority. to limit their freedom of expres- 
sion. 

In the past, the Supreme Court has held that 
treason or disloyalty must be based on an overt 
act, and “is not a matter of mere association...” 
The court has said that “men in adhering to a 
political party or other organization notoriously 
do not subscribe to all of its platforms or as- 
serted principles.” The Mundt-Nixon bill seeks 
to overthrow this doctrine. and make guilt by 
association a principle of law. 

This nation cannot fight the police state by 
moving toward the methods of a police state 
itself, Father Edmund A. Walsh of George- 
town University made the point in a speech on 
Communism in Washington last week. The best 
way to meet the threat of Communism, he said, 
“is to wage war in terms of the economic and 
social needs of the moment, strengthen our do- 
mestic economy, assist other people . . . and ex- 
pose the hollowness of the Communist claim that 
Soviet Russia is the champion of human free- 
dom.”

A Costly and Thankless Job

“Missouri lawyers defend paupers without pay, even meeting neces- 
sary expenses from their own pockets; a St. Louis attorney argues 
that this is unfair to both defendant and his counsel: believes this 
state should follow others that provide funds for fees and costs. 


Ivan H. Light in The Missouri Bar 


Our Supreme Court held in 1869 that an 
attorney appointed by the Circuit Court to 
defend a pauper on a criminal charge may 
not recover compensation for his services 
from the county. The court observed that 
the state was the prosecuting agency. But 
the state may not be sued, and in this no 
man’s land, the appointed lawyer struggles 
against great odds and the detense is seri- 
ously prejudiced. 

No other class is ever compelled to render 
free services on the command of the sov- 
ereign. Only the bar is under such liability, 
and the services required may run from a 


few hours to days, weeks, or even months. 


A lawyer’s time is his stock in trade, as 
was once observed by lawyer A. Lincoln. 
Yet this commodity is taken from him 
without any compensation. 


Nor is this all. The appointed attorney 
is expected to finance the defense as best 
he may. Necessarily required to neglect 
his law practice, he is nevertheless as- 


sumed able to continue to pay office over- 


head, stenographer, postage, supply bills. 


Defense Under a Disadvantage 


He prepares detailed motions for a new 
trial. He writes and pays for the printing 
or typing of the brief on appeal, finances 
his own trip to Jefferson City to argue the 


case, and sO on and on with the cash. 


outlays and headaches with which every 
trial lawyer is all-too familiar. 


The utmost co-operation from the author- 
ities frequently still leaves the defense 
working at a serious disadvantage. Unfor- 
tunately, there are many authorities who 
do not co-operate very willingly, and some 
actually seem to delight in creating ob- 
stacles. 
from the fact that appointed counsel is 
seldom treated with the full respect due to 
him as a minister of justice. By some he 
seems to be regarded merely as a necessary 


evil, a very inconvenient barrier, standing 


between the defendant and “justice.” 
All persons accused of crime are entitled 


to counsel. It is not a technicality. It is 
substance. Any conscientious attorney 
keenly feels hig responsibility to inyestigate 
the case. and present it properly. Where 
the defendant be not guilty, or there is’ 
reasonable doubt of it, the lawyer’s respon- 
sibility is very great. But even though he 
‘be guilty, there is always something, may- 
be much, further to be done and justly to 


be said in his behalt.

In criminal cases, as in civil ones, the 
most -intriguing question is often not 
whether defendant must pay, bit how 
The court must deter- 
mine not merely the issue of guilt, which 
is confessed in the great majority of cases,

More often than not, the major part of 
defense counsel's effort is _— in seeking 


This situation stems, probably, 


the preliminary 
question of legal guilt, lies the dark and 
troubled area of punishment, treatment or 
penology, call it what one will. In this 
field, court, prosecutor and defense coun- 
sel often find difficult or insoluble prob- 
lems. There is here a great deal of room 
for honest differences of opinion. There 


a fair adjustment or solution on this phase, 
There is thus, in every case, much for de- 


tense counsel to do, and he ought to re- 


ceive pay for his services. 


Yea, the laborer is worthy of his hire. 
Let him receive it! 

Though in theory and in practice the 
defense attorney is a necessary part of the 
machinery of justice, he is usually not even 
rewarded with the transitory coin of a few 
words of appreciation. Indeed; a job well 
done in a case with “heat” on it may arouse 
resentment or ill-will in some quarters. 


The Melendes Case 


In State v. Brinkley, involving some yet 
unanswered questions about the notorious 
1942 St. Louis polite cell -homicide, the 
Supreme Court reversed the conviction on 
multiple assignments of error, and that 
prosecution, begun with such great sound 
and fury, was thereafter meekly nolle 
prossed. Appellant’s typewritten brief for 


the Supreme Court cost over $60, paid by 


appointed counsel. (This action grew out 
of the notorious Melendes case. Mr. Light 
served: as counsel for Andrew Brinkley, 
Melendes’ cellmate, tried on charges of 
perjury.—Editor’s note.) 

In a separate case, State v. Brinkley, a 
counsel-appointed homicide case, the print- 
ed brief for appellant in the Supreme 
Court cost $250. It also was reversed on 
several assignments of error, and eventu- 
ally tapered off to a plea of manslaughter. 


Obviously, these expenditures for briefs 
were necessary to secure due process of 
law for defendant and to prevent initial 
failures of justice. Substantial other ex- 
penses were also borne by appointed coun- 
sel in these cases, Doubtless, other attor- 
neys could, from sad experience, multiply 
such instances. 


Everyone Else Gets Paid 


Judges, prosecuting attorneys, jurors, 
clerks, sheriffs, even witnesses, receive 
some compensation. Some make a pretty 
fair living at it, but in this distribution of 
the sovereign’s largess, the appointed at- 
torney remains the unhappy exception. 

It is time to abandon the fiction that 
just any lawyer without funds for defense 
can provide an adequate defense or one 
that should satisfy due process of ‘law. 
Economic realities should go into the 
scales. Qualified lawyers should be en- 
couraged to serve and to render their best 
possible service by preventing duty in ap- 
pointed cases from becoming an unfair and 
intolerable burden. 7 ; 

It is impossible to say that this matter 
is one without difficulties, but it is equally 
impossible to believe that the problems 
could not be more fairly solved than under 
the existing plan of all work and no pay, 
which makes Jack a very poor lawyer. 
Some such right is recognized in Great 
Britain, New York, Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin, to men- 
tion only a few states.

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GROUP PROPOSED 
FOR DRAFTING OF 
SMALL LOAN BILL 


Legislator in Letters Sent 
Throughout State Urges. 
Impartial Hearings in 
Fall. 


Formation of a committee to 
aid in drafting legislation to reg- 
ulate small loan lending in the 
public interest was proposed to- 
day by Lawrence K. Roos, a 
member of the Legislature from 
the First District, who announced 
he was mailing letters to 40 rep- 


resentatives citizens throughout 
the state inviting them to become 
members of the committee. 

Roos, who is a member of the 
House Banks and Banking Com- 
mittee, said in his letter that it 
is intended that the committee, 
“representing a cross-section of 
our citizenry, will hold impartial 
public hearings early next fall at 
which the bankers, small loan in- 
terests, pawnbrokers, consumer 
credit associations and any other 
interested groups will de invited 
to offer their recommendations as 
to legislation which will allow for 
the operation of profitable lend- 
ing services in this state at. a 

nimum cost, to borrowers.” 

On the basis of information pre- 
sented at the hearings, Roos said, 
the committees would prepare 4 
bill for introduction at the 1949 
session of the ‘Legislature. He 
added that in order to facilitate 
the committee’s study he was ar- 
ranging for impartial technical 
and clerical assistance, on a vol- 
unteer basis, to collect factual 
data. : 

“As you undoubtedly know,” 
Ross wrote, “the problem of en- 
acting reasonable lending legis- 
lation in Missouri dates back more 
than 10 years. Legislation to reg- 
ulate lending has been introduced 
at each session of the Legisla- 
ture, mostly to no avail. 

“Bills sponsored by lending in- 
terests have been unacceptable to 
the low rate advocates; bills pro- 
viding low rates of interest and 
stringent regulation have been 
rejected as unworkable by the 
lenders. In every case, pressure 
politics has rendered efforts for 
passage of any regulatory legis- 
lation abortive. 

“The public of this State are the 
real sufferers from this situation 
and the prospects of any construc- 
tive solution in the near future 
are dim. ‘The financial interests 
have failed. We in the Legisla- 
ture have failed. It is high time 
for public opinion to be er- 
pressed.” 

Roos, who lives at 6054 Persh- 
ing avenue, has prepared letters 
to representatives of industry, la- 
bor, and agricultural, academic, 
patriotic and civic groups. Mem- 
bership of the committee, he said, 
would be announced after all ac- 
ceptances have been received.

‘Deceit and Terror Never 
Greater’ in Nation’s History, 
Pastoral Letter Says. 


BUDAPEST, June 7 (AP)—Hun- 
garian Roman Catholics were in- 
structed yesterday by Cardinal 
Josef Mindszenty to stop reading 
Government party newspapers and 
listening to Hungarian radio 
broadcasts. 

In a pastoral letter read in all 


Catholic churches, he declared: 
“To the bitter disgrace of this 
country, falsehood, deceit and ter- 
ror were never greater in the 
course of her history.” 

Cardinal Mindszenty said “mon- 
strous moral pressure” was being 
exerted by the Communist-domi- 
nated government and denied that 
any negotiations were in progress 
between the church and the state. 

He apparently referred to gov- 
ernment plans to take over 
Church-maintained schools. He 
previously threatened to excom- 
municate any Catholic who sup- 
ports the plan. Education Minister 
Gyula Ortutay sent a letter to the 
Cardinal demanding that he put 
a stop to Catholic. “agitation” 
against the plan. 

The Ministry of Interior an- 
nounced that 500 villagers in Poc- 
spetri, angered over the plan, at- 
tacked the police station and 
killed one policeman Thursday.

A flash fire swept a small two- 
story hotel yesterday.

This Humble Vegetable Greatly Under-rated by the Average Little Woman

COMMONPLACE vegetable, 
A tx lowly pepper, is prized by 

gourmets all over the world 
and many are the. wonderful 
dishes that are built around it. 
Yet in the average American home 
it seldom appears. 
it bobs up stuffed with hamburger 


rice. Here and there you find 
and rice Da the 


peppers and I don’t know of any- 
thing that makes a better light 
meal. : 3 

Most of these recipes are of 
foreign origin. The first, from 
an Italian restaurant in New York, 
is now the specialty of the house, 
which started out to be simply a 
purveyor of spaghetti and veal 
scalliopini. Now the maestro in 
command buys peppers by the car 
load and the customers crash the 
doors at noon time to devour them. 


To make: 


Wash six big green peppers, cut _ 


out the stems and the seeds. Now 
mix up three chopped anchovy 
fillets, pres tablespoons of grated 
Roman 
cooked beef, veal or lamb, a table- 
spoon of chopped parsley, a Half a 
cup of boiled rice, a half a cup of 
bread crumbs, a small chopped 
onion, an egg, about a cup of hot 
water, salt and pepper. the 
peppers and put them in a baking 
four tablespoons of 
olive oil over them and bake in a 
hot oven for 15 minutes, remove 
and pour on two tabl ns of 
tomato paste blended wi 
hot water. Bake until tender. 

A pepper for each customer, of 
course. 

In a Spanish restaurant in Los 
Angeles I had the traditional 
chiles rellenos, with improve- 
ments, and much better than any- 
thing I was able to get in Mexico 
City. The proprietor gave me the 
recipe: in fact, made up a batch 
while I looked on. We ate them 
in the kitchen with a fine dish of

Beat up an egg, add a little 
grated nutmeg to it, along with a

Mix the works 
together, stuff the peppers. and 
bake for from 20 to 30 minutes. 
Put a tablespoon of water in the 


chopped onion in a cup of olive 
oll until tender, then add a cup 
and a half rice which fries until 
it is golden.

all good and let cook for a few 
minutes. Remove from the fire 
and cool. Stuff the Ar- 
—— them in a baking dish and 
fill it with enough water to come 
almost to the cut in the peppers. 
Cover the pan and cook on top of 
the stove for.a half an hour. Re- 
move peppers and let stand in a 
cool place. 

If you have done this correctly 
you will have a fine fluffy filling 
that is still moist. Serve it cold 
alongside chicken, turkey, duck 
or venison, 

Now we come to the good old 
sweet red pepper, which is not to 
be ignored. It is much admired 
as a salad and in Singapore it 
never fails to appear with boiled 
or steamed fish.

Now awaiting trial for masquer- 
ading ag a United States citizen, 
Jean Antoine looks. back across 
several years packed with unusual 
experiences which he can recount 
when he returns to his native 
France.
